Hi, fellow researchers. There were a number of early PAYNES/PAINEs in St. 
Mary's Co., MD. | offer the following short quote from the mew book, 
"Colonial Settlers, St. Clements Bay, 1634 - 1780, St. Mary's County, 
Maryiand" by Mary Louise Donnelly. 


“HENRY PAINE (1), also spetied PAYNE, a Catholic, was in st. Mary's County, 
Maryland in 1682 when he was involved in a court case on behalf of THOMAS 
BASSEN and his wife MARGARET . In the court case mention is made 
that JOHN BLUMFIELD witnessed the will of MARY PAINE (inv. 7C:194). No will 

for this MARY PAINE was found. At this same time there was a CAPTAIN MARTIN 
PAINE in St. Mary's County and he had connections with THOMAS GERARD and the 
SNOW family. No will was found for CAPTAIN MARTIN PAINE. There was a THOMAS 
PAINE in St. Michael's Hundred by 1667, but there is no connection with that 

family." 


There is a bit more about Henry in the book, including the mention that it 

is possibie that he was the son of Mary PAINE due the above mention of her 
will in the court case. Sister Donnelly devotes some five pages of her book 
to developing the family of Henry PAINE (PAYNE). 


For the list, | have taken the time to develop an outline descendancy chart 
from the information included in the book. In addition to chapters which 
introduce the reader to the early settlers as well as the founding of 
Maryiand and the home life of the eariy settlers, Sister Donnelly develops 
about eight families in this work of 292 pages. 


f you find a potential ancestor on this list, | would recommend this book 

to you, for which the sources were largely original source records in St. 
Mary's County. | have no affiliation with Sister Mary Louise Donneliy and 
stand to make not a dime from this recommendation. The book is available 
directly from the author at P.O. Box 97, Ennis TX 75120 for $ 36.00, 
including shipping. 


“MY OWN QUERY": If you know anything of James PAYNE b. 28 Feb 1759, son 
of Richard & Priscilla in the foliowing list, | would appreciate hearing 

from you. | am trying to find out if he was the same James PAYNE who m. 

Elizabeth HUDSON in 1785 in Dorchester Co., MD (across the Chesapeake Bay 
from St. Mary’s Co.), and if either one of them was the James PAYNE who m. 
Elizabeth and was an early settler in Hardin Co., KY, on tax rolls 

there by 1809. This last James PAYNE was my 4th g grandfather, and | am 
pursuing this MD connection because my 2nd g grandfather, Benjamin Wooley 
PAYNE and his wife Sarah Jane PAYNE named their firstbom daughter Blance 
Hudson PAYNE. Their was a John HUDSON enumerated in the 1810 Hardin Co., KY 
census along with *my* James PAYNE.

OOPAYNE OF DOMESDAY’, A. D. 1041 - 1086 
OOOBY PROF. T. 0. PAINE, LL.D. 


"Domesday Book, or the Great Survey of Engiand, was made by 
order of William the Conqueror, A. D. 1086. itis contained in two 
volumes, the first of which, called Great Domesday Book, is a 

folio of 760 pages two columns on a page; the second, calied Little 
Domesday Book, containing the survey of the counties of Norfolk, 
Suffolk and Essex, is a large octavo of 900 pages, one column on a 
page. These volumes contain the Census of the Kingdom, made up from 
the retums from each county of Engiand, excepting the four northem 
counties, viz.: Northumberland, Cumberland, Westmoreland and 
Durham."-introduction to Photozincograph. 

CThe date (1086) is found at the end of the work itseif, in 

Little Domesday. The Book does not include a survey of Waies and 
Scotland. William sent out all over the conquered portion of 

England and took the names of all the men who owned land; found how 
much each held; how many serfs, bordercottagers, villani, etc., were 
on each lot; how much each piece was worth in the time of King 
Edward, and how much now; how much forest there was, pasture, and 
meadow; how many hogs, oxen, and sheep could be kept on the ground; 
and like particulars. 

(The original copy of Domesday has been preserved through ait 

the centuries, 1086-1880. It has recently been photozincographed; 
photographed into printer's ink. A copy is owned by the Boston 

Public Library. {tis in thirty-two thin volumes, exactly the size 

of the originals. They are very beautiful. Every letter and figure 

is sharp and very biack. The language is latin. The words are 

mostley shortened-often to a single letter, but the meaning is 

always certain. 

Ol looked at every line and word of all these volumes (Nov. 

6, 1879-Feb. 2, 1880): in some volumes twice and thrice. I have 
translated, and published in the following pages, for the first time 

since the days of Witiam the Conqueror, ail the passages of 
Domesday describing the holdings of Payne, and of his son Edmund, 
and of Edmund's sister. 

Of have made the great discovery that Payne-first name not 
given-owned land in fifteen counties; that these counties touched 

each other; that he did not own in any other counties; that they 

formed four sides of a square; that every one of the four comers of 
this square touched an important body of sait water: the English 
Channel, the Wash, the irish Sea arid the Bristol Channel. 
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OH have found that not only Payne owned in this way, but that 
many others owned in a similar manner. Hence | have made it appear 
that a man could not travel from one county into another uniess he 
owned land in that other county. His passport was nis certificate 
of ownership in the county through or into which he wished to go. 
The King and Church owned in every county, or others itis often 
said: ":He (or they) could go withersoever fe (they) wouid; they 
owned in one county after another, in every direction, so that they 
held passports for every point. 

| have proved that Payne owned in England before William 
conquered: "tenult paganus tr.¢.iiii. car.' trae." Payne used to 
hold, in the time of King Edward, four ploughiands of land. See 
Norfolk, below. Edward the the Confessor reigned, A. D. 1041-1065. 
William conquered A. D. 1066. 
OBeginning at the English Channel in Sussex, Payne could 
drive horse and hound from Sussex(2), to Hampshire(3), 
Berkshire(2), Oxfordshire(1), Buckinghamshire(8), Hertfordshire(s), 
Cambridgesnire(6), Norfcik County(1) on the northeast, to the Wash 
in the North Sea. Thence northwest, through Cambridgeshire again, 
Northamptonshire(1), Leicestershire(1), Staffordshire(1), 
Cheshire(4) to the trish Sea. Thence south, through 
Worcestersnire(1), Gloucestershire(1), to the head of the Bristol 
Channel. Thence southeast, through Wiltshire(2), Hampshire and 
Sussex again, home, to the Engiish Channel. He could do business on 
the ocean at the four points. The figure (2), etc., denote the 
number of holdings in the shire or county—37 in ail, twenty-six of 
these lay in the line between the English Channel and the Wash. 
When he crossed over to the irish Sea he brought only one hoiding in 
each shire-Northampton, Leicester, Stafford. When he reached the 
irish Sea he brought four holdings in Cheshire; then one each in 
Worcester ana Gioucester; proving these single holdings to be mere 
stepping stones accross otherwise inpassable gulfs. His first 
hoiding thus lay between Sussex and Norfoik. 
Other men heid similarly, as said. Notice that Payne holds 
land from William, son of Anscuif, in Buckingnamsnire, Stafforasni 
and Worcestershire. Of William Pevrel, in Buckinghamshire, 
Northamptonshire and Leicestershire. Most of tie men in Domesday 
have no name at ail. They are simply calied Villani, serfs, border 
Coitagers, raamen, etc. when a man has a name he has only one; as, 
Payne. A second man of the same name is Edmund, son of Payne; Hugh 
the Ear, Hugh de Port, Hugh de Saint Quintin, etc. The Payne of 
Domesday is never called anythingbut Payne. He had no brother, as 
some iransiators make him out to have, but one son, Edmund, ana one 
daughter, name not given, simply; "Daughter of Payne" (Norfolk) thse 
three are all ine Paynes of Domesday; there is not one otner. 
Payne's name appears in two forms. His real name is Pagen-so 
written about half the time. As ofton, itis Latinized into 
Paganus. This "9" was soft, and was afterword changed into "y" and 
"i". Compare Old Legen (Anglo-Saxon), New Lain; paenig, penny; 
daeg, day; paeglic, daily. This "g" even disappears in a long “a”, 
as, thegen, thane. Hundreds of examples could be added. He was a 
Norman. 
Ui"Payne holds of the King" in Hampshire, and "Edmund, son of

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Payne, holds Bertune of the King" in Somersetshire; marks of Royal 
favor. Each shire and county has a head-list of first tenants-King, 
Church and High Churchman, Earls, etc. in Great Domesday Payne's 
name does not appear in any of these head-list. But in Little 

Domesday appears the name of Edmund, son of Payne, in a head list of 
Norfolk County.* 

When the Conqueror made his New Forest, “Nova Foresta,” in 
Hampshire, he siezed all three of Payne's holdings, which lay in the 
New Forest region. This, and a great many other items of interest, 

may be picked out of the following full translation. 

CMy brother, Hon. A. W. Paine, has aiready made use of facts 

herein stated, for wnich he was urgent for permission to give credit 

to me; but | would not consent, because my researches was not 
completed.* Even now “Edmund, son of Payne," is reported only where 
this full designation is writen out in Domesday. But “Edmund” 

alone means “Edmund, son of Payne;" but | need to study here yet 
further. 


4* in Great Domesday the writer calls his divisions Shires. 
in Little, a different writer calis his counties-Norfolk, Suffolk 
and Essex Counties.

For all this part of the history you alone deserve the credit; | am 

very sory you would not let me say so as we went along. Brother,

OA the Paines of America and England, for eight hundred 

years would most surely be looked upon by Payne of Domesday as his 
children and relatives, including the founder of the Knights Templar. 
This article would thus properly head the records of our vast and 
ancient family, uniting us in one brotherhood, joining hands accross 

a great ocean and the great centuries.

I have been trying to locate the lineage of my GGGGrandfather Reuben Payne who 
some researchers say was born in King George Co., about 1740. His wife was 
said to be Elizabeth Sweatman but no record of that has ever been established. 

Old family recollections and a bible record do list her maiden name as 

Sweatman though. 

Charles Danny Payne's transcriptions of Col. Brooke Payne's "Paynes of 

Virginia" mention the family of Reuben Payne b. ca 1740 in King George Co., Va 
who married Elizabeth Wilkerson. Reuben Payne died in 1821 in Orange Co., Va. 
This is all J have been able to find. 

My Reuben Payne moved to Washington Co., Va>NC where he began a family before 
moving with a son Daniel Payne b. 1780 to Barren>Monroe Co., Ky. He died in 
Monroe Co in 1845 and is burried at the Payne Cem., Skeggs Creek Church. 
Names that run in my family seem to be the same that are used in the line of 
Paynes from Col. Brooke Payne's book. I have looked on ship lists and 

marriaged records for that time period and can not locate a Payne Sweatman 
union. I can not find Sweatman at all in the 1790 census.

LiOostinaula River. The Indians were all around the camp. The posted 
Uisentries could hear their movements in the tall grass. The Army guarded 
Litheir horses carefully and Sevier's men slept ontheir arms at night. Tow 

Hor three skirmishes occured, but only one slight wound was suffered. The 
Indians, realizing the strenghth of the force and who the commanding officer 
was, pulled back hoping for a better opportunity.

do me a great favor. Census records have listed James as being born in VA, 

but recent correspondence from another descendant of James indicated that 

his place of birth has been shown as MD. There is a 15 Jun 1785 MD marriage 
(Ref: "Md Marriages 1778-1800) of a James Payne to an Elizabeth HUDSON. I 
have noted that their grandson Benjamin Wooly Payne (see below) named their 
firstborn Blanche Hudson Payne. This lends some credence to the MD marriage 
being my James & Elizabeth, but is all I presently have as a real clue. 

James was on Hardin Co., KY (predecessor of Meade Co.) in 1809 and was found 
in the Meade Co. 1830 Census. He and Elizabeth both died before the 1840 
Census. Their estate administration papers, of which I have a copy, provide
